Stennis and Jam es 
Kendall, chief counsel of the sub­ 
committee, have denied any ad­ 
vance knowledge of i t 
The subcom mittee’s probe was 
set off by charges, mainly by Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, D-S.C., that the 
Pentagon was 
“ muzzling” mili­ 
tary men who wanted to speak

sion on atmosphric tests around 
the end of the month. It is widely 
expected that he will decide in 
favor of testing and that the first 
shots will be fired in early m arch, 
prior to the Geneva conference 
opening.

said that if Khrushchev wants to 
keep alive the prospect of a sum ­ 
mit meeting he probably would 
not find it difficult to back away 
from his 18-nation proposal.

U.S. Attache

The chauffeur was held in cus­ 
tody by U N. Nigerian police, and 
a search was launched for Stog- 
ner’s Congolese house boy aud his 
night watchman.

Kennedy said: “I believe that 
any exchange of information, any 
exchange of views, any coopera­ 
tion of any kind in these very 
hazardous times will be very use­
